FORT DOSKI.SOS, Sept. 2-t. 


I have not seen a copy of your very wel- 


come and familiar sbeet since I can re- 
member, and of course have not the slight- 
est idea how many " specials,'1 " our owns" 
and " occasionals," you have to keop you 
informed of the peregrinations ofthe l.'Uh 
^\r. V. I., and posted concerning the "solid 
operations " in this part ofthe Union vine- 
yard. 


That wo aro alivo down here, and mean 


to make the Robs realize that war \s not 
play, can be easily demonstrated. "The 
district of the three forts " is not a sine- 
cure, and Col. W. W. Lowe, 5th Iowa cav- 
alry, is not a commander of the "red-tape 
and glove-fingered" school. Though it 
took n week or two to organize the expedi- 
tion against Clarksville, it only took foar 
days after it was organized to strip the 
country between here and there of horses, 
merchandise, wagons, forage and provisions 
of all kinds; to fight a batlle, kill a score 
of the rebels, and wound twice as many ; 
to drive the scalawags pell-mell back to the 
town, through it, and the Lord knowa where

If we feed and protect loyal citizens who 
ave abandoned all they hold most noiir 
isd dear, to the tuiiler (?) mercies of a law- 
ess b'.nditti, just for an idea, an opinion— 
and many have died for the same thing—I 
ay, if we do all this, are we not disehar"- 
ng onr duty and moving one of the coils 
if the year-old anaconda? If wo " attack, 
pursue and destroy" the enemy wherever 
ve can find and catch him, isn't it proof 
hat we believe in the do-something policy?

The town of Dover is a complete wreck, 


.t is one of the oldest towns, it having been 
he county seat of Stewart county for fifty- 
six years. 
One can hardly realize that the 


country is so old. These hills, woods, val- 
ies and streams are as wild and untamed 
as ever. 
No wonder strange weird stories 


have gone up out of the country, for the 
very essence of romance is in its natural 
composition. But oh, the peopleT*TIord 
only knows what is to become of them now. 
Of all people, those in the border states 
are most to be pitied. There ia no safety 
'or them in any condition. If Union men, 
the guerrillas pursue them for destruction ;

Tho suspension of iba writ of habeas 


corpus, in regard to nil persona guilty of 
treason or disloyal practices, doea not sus- 
pend it iu relation to other matters. But 
the Milwaukee News insists that the habe- 
as corpus no longer existn in this countrj. 
The truth is, it applies to every case now 
that it did before the war. 
The President 


has suspended it only na to matters grow* 
ing out of tho rebellion, which ho has a 
perfect right to do under tbe constitution. 


The same paper reiterates, daily, that 


" the constitution is suspended," alao. This 
ia cqimlljr false. Tho constitution remains 
in aa full force as ever. It waa never in- 
tended by the framers of the constitution 
that a rebellion should b-j suppressed by 
tho civil courts, or that u war should be 
carried on by marshals or iiheriflfc and their 
deputies. This is preposterous. The con- 
stitution gives tho whole management of 
our wars into tho Imnda o;' the President, 
•who is the Commander-in-chief of the army 
and navy—made so by the constitution 
itself. Treason, while actual war exists, 
must bo punished under military law. 
It 


would he idle to arrost a traitor and turn 
him over to the civil courts, and submit to 
its delays, and tho inconveniences of a trial 
by jury. A court ID art if.1 to try officers 
fur offenses ngainst military law, cnnuot 
now he held without taking so many ofli- 
ccrd to form tho court, na to prejudice the 
service. There is no dunger to any truly 
loyal man from tho partial suspension of 
tho writ of habeas corpus, and those who 
cry out against this perfectly constitutional 
and necessary act, instinctively feel that 
they are in danger, because they know 
themselves and what is in their hearts. 
That is the trouble with them, and nothing 
else,

Krum the Ttventy-Thlrd Itcgliueiit. 


CAMP BATES, 0., Sept. 29, 1862. 


MESSRS. EDITORS :—The bustle and har- 


ry incident to a settlement in a new camp, 
where everything was to be done, has pre- 
cluded the possibility of furnishing you 
with even a scribble until the present time. 
At this late day I could any but little that 
would be of interest to general readers, as 
the newspapers and private correspondence 
have furnished them with every item of in- 
terest, and I will not recapitulate events, 
the details of which might weary your 
readers. 


Wo bade a glad adiou lo Camp Randall 


one week ago last Wednesday morning. 
Early in the morning, and before the regi- 
ment was ready to march, many of the 
citizens of Madison and friends of tbe sol- 
diers from the country were on the ground, 
and when we marched to the cars the side- 
walks were crowded with those who had 
come to take leave of friends, and bid a 
God-speed to the gallant Twenty-Third. 


The train was waiting for us, and we 


were soon on our way to " Dixie." The 
men were in excellent spirits, and every 
arrangement was made to render tho trip 
pleasant and agreeable. From Madiaott 
we proceeded directly to Chicago, en route 
for Cincinnati. We reached Chicago at 
sundown. Hero we changed cars, march- 
ing from tho depot of the Chicago & North* 
western road to the depot of tho Michigan 
Southern & Northern Indiana road. The 
marching, both by Hank and by file, was 
said by the citizens to be better than that 
of any regiment that had previously march- 
ed through the city. Wo reached Toledo 
early tho next morning. 
Here we again 


changed cars, and after breakfast resumed 
our journey, with the promise of a good 
dinner at Columbus. 
The changed ap- 


pearance of the country made our trip 
through the Buckeye State more than usu- 
ally interesting, and though Columbus was 
not reached by noon, none seemed weary 
or impatient. The afternoon wore away 
quickly, and at evening we arrived at Co- 
lumbus, aa hungry and dirty as a day's 
starvation and a continual flood of dust 
could make us. 


The feast that had been promised us 


here proved no better than the common ra- 
tions. This fact, together with the marked 
indifference witL which the officers and 
men were treated, forced us to the conclu- 
.aion that the patriotism of the capital city 
of Ohio was not of the highest order. 


Leaving Columbus, wo proceeded direct- 


ly to Cincinnati, where we arrived the next 
morning at sunrise. In spite of tho fa- 
tigue of tbe journey, the men were In fine 
spirits and unexceptional good health. 
Marching into the city we were treated to 
a plain but good breakfast, to which we did 
ample justice, Wo remained in tho city 
tbo whole day. 
Tho citizens were kind 


and hospitable, and gave us every assu- 
rance of a hearty welcome. At five o'clock 
we marched across tho river into Kentucky, 
aud camped on a hill three miles from Cin- 
cinnati. 
Here tho officers and men slept 


on the bare ground, without touts, aud 
barely enough covering to protect them 
from the night air, Col. Quppy sleeping on 
the protected aide of a rail fence. 
But 


"nature's sweet restorer" proved no myth 
to us, and we crept from the bushes thn 
next morning refreshed with a good uight's 
sleep. After breakfast wo marched to our 
present quarters, five miles from Cincin- 
nati, and camped in a peach orchard on 
the f»tm of a wealthy Union man, from 
whom our camp receives ita name. 


We are atill without our tents and the 


men are exposed to a scorching sun dur- 
ing the day, and the cold air at night. 
The 


exposure is not without its effect upon tbo 
regiment. 
As many as twenty-five men are 


in tbe hospital and many more on the " sick 
list." None of theio, however, are severe 
cases, and at present all aro doing well. 
Wo have dreaa parade every day, but the 
uncvenness of the ground will not admit 
of battalion drill. Last Tuesday wo were 
ordered out for general inspection by acting 
Brigadier General Vaiiuce. The conduct 
of the regiment must have been creditable 
as General Vaunco told Colonel Guppy, af- 
ter inspection, that he ought to bo proud of 
his regiment. 


We have seen much that is grand, and 


much'that is hard to comprehend since wo 
came to Kentucky, but the " cap of the cli- 
max " was the " grand review " of Friday 
last. Tbe object of the review seemed to 
be to ascertain how much unnecessary 
marching and labor the men could undergo, 
and give ambitious officials a chance for 
display. Early in the morning the regi- 
ment was marched by a circuitous route to 
ft level piece of ground south oi Cincinnati 
where the review was to take place. 
It waa 


noon before the regiments were all on the 
ground, nnd two o'clock when the review 
commenced. I suppose in a military point 
of view the scene was grand, aud I have 
no doubt that tbe Cincinnati papers will 
make a brilliant aftair of it, and ascribe 
great honors to certain individuals with 
"shoulder straps," so I will not say that the 
result of this war does not depend upon just 
such reviews. General H. Claj Smith was 
commanding oQicer at the review; he rode 
once along the lines, Colonel Vaunce tak- 
ing the immediate command, 


We have not been able to learn the ex- 


act locality of the enemy, but it is currently 
reported that he is in force only ten miles 
from this point. The pickets from our 
camp report the outposts driven in laat Fri- 
day night, and rumora are in circulation 
to-day that tho rebels surprised and cap- 
tared fifty of our men a few miles from here 
yesterday, but the report ia probably without 
foundation. The work of fortifying is go- 
ing on rapidly around the city, and with 
the eighty thousand men said to be iu and 
about Cincinnati, tho inhabitants feel per- 
fectly secure. There are and have been but 
few secessionists here; the citj has for 
same time beeu under martial law and the 
few that were here have " skedaddled " to 
more congenial quarters. Apples, peaches, 
plums, grapes, <i'c., are abundant, and pro 


procured front springs and wells in tho vi- 
cinity, hut most of it is brought from the 
river two miles from here, and of course is 
very warm and not very palatable to men 
accustomed to drinking the pure cold water 
of Wisconsin. But the drum beats for drill 
and I must close. Yours, ic., ,.3. B. B.

The following is the address to tho Pres- 


ident of tho United States, adopted nt a 
meeting of governors of tho loyul states, to 
take measures for the more active support 
of tho government, held at Altoona, Penn- 
sylvania, Sept. 2<l, 1802: 


"After nearly one year and a half spent 


in a contest with an armed and gigantic 
rebellion against the national government 
of the United States, tho duty and purpose 
of the people of the loyal states continue, 
and must always remain, as they were at 
its origin, namely—to restore and perpetu- 
ate the authority of this government and 
the life of the nation, no matter what con- 
sequences are involved iu our fidelity. Nev- 
ertheless, this work of restoring the repub 
lie, preserving the institutions of democrat- 
ic liberty, and justifying tho hopes and toils 
of our lathers, shall not fail to be per- 
formed, and we pledge, without hesitation, 
to the President of the United States, the 
most loyal and cordial support hereafter, as 
heretofore, iu the exercise of the functions 
of his great office. 
We recognize in him 


the chief executive magistrate of the na- 
tion, the coratuander-in-cbief of the army 
and navy of the United States, their re

fully ask the president to call for such a 
force of voluntecra for ono year's service, of 
not less than 100,000 in the aggregate, the 


I quota of each state to be. raised after it shall 
1 have filled ita quotas of the requisitions al-

We believe that this will be a measure of 
military prudnnce, while it would greatly 
promote the military education of the peo- 
ple. 


We hail with heartfelt gratitude and en- 


couraged hope the proclamation of the 
President, issued on the 22d of September, 
declaring emancipation from their bondage 
all persons held to service or labor as slaves 
in the rebel states who are in rebellion and 
shall last until the first of January. 
The 


right of any person to retain authority to 
compel any portion of the subjects of the 
national government to rebel against it, or 
to maintain its enemies, implies ia those 
who are allowed the possession of such au- 
thority to rebel themselves, and therefore 
the right to establish martial law or milita- 
ry government in a state or territory in re- 
bellion, implies the right and the duty of 
the government to liberate tbo minds of all 
persona living therein, by appropriate) pro- 
clamation and assurance of protection, in 
order that all who are capable, intellectual- 
ly and morally, of loyalty and obedience, 
may not be forced into treason as the wil- 
ling tools of rebellious traitors. 


To have continued indefinitely the most 


efficient cause, support and stay of tho re- 
bellion, would have been in our judgment 
unjust to the people whoso treasure ami 
lives ara made willing sacriu'ces on the al- 
tar of patriotism, would have discriminated 
against the wife who ia compelled to fair- 
render her husband, against the parent who 
is to surrender his child to the hardships of 
the camp and the perils of the battle, and 
in favor of rebfil masters permitted lo retain 
their slaves. It would be a final decision, 
alike agaiiut humanity, justice, tho right 
and dignity of tbo government »nJ against 
a aouud and wise national policy. The de- 
cision of the president to atiilto at the root 
of the rebellion will lend now vigor to tbo 
efforts, and now life, and hope to the hearts 
of the people. Cordially tendering to the 
president our respectful assurances of put- 
sonal and official confidunca, wo trust and 
believe that tho policy now inaugurated 
will be crowned with success, and will give 
speedy and triumphant victories over our 
enemies, and secure to the nation and peo- 
ple the blessings and favor ot Almighty 
God. 


We believe that the blood of the heroes 


who have already fallen and those who may 
yot give up their lives to their country, will 
not have been shed in vain. Tho splendid 
valor of our soldiers, their patient endur- 
ance, their manly patriotism, and their de- 
votion to dnty, demands from us and from 
all their countrymen the homage of the 
aincerest gratitude, and the pledge of our 
constant reinforcement and support. 


A just regard to these brave men whom 


we have contributed to place in the field 
and for the importance of tho duties which 
may lawfully pertain to us hereafter, has 
called us into friendly conference, and now 
presenting to our national chief magistrate 
this conclusion of our deliberations, wo de- 
vote ourselves to our country's service and 
we will surround the President with our 
constant support, trusting thnt tho fidelity 
and zeal oi the loyal states and people will 
always assure him that he wilt be constant- 
ly sustained in pursuing with vigor this 
war for the preservation of tho national life 
and tho hopes of humanity.

Alleged Smpemlon of the Constitu- 
tion. 


The suspension of the writ of habeas 


corpus, in regard to all persons guilty of 
treason or disloyal practices, does not sus- 
pend it in relation to other matters. But 
the Milwaukee News insists that the habe- 
as corpus no longer exists in this country. 
The truth is, it applies to every case now 
that it did before the war. 
The President 


has suspended it only as lo matters grow- 
ing out of the rebellion, which he has a 
perfect right to do under tae constitution. 


The same paper reiterates, daily, that 


" the constitution is suspended," also. This 
is equally false. 
The constitution remains 


in as fall force as ever. It was never in- 
tended by the framers of the constitution 
that a rebellion should b<; suppressed by 
the civil courts, or that a war should be 
carried on by marshals or .sheriffs and their 
deputies. This is preposterous. The con- 
stitution gives the whole management of 
our wars into the hands o; the President, 
who is the commander-in-chief of the army 
aud navy—made so by the constitution 
itself. Treason, while actual war exists, 
must be punished under military law. 
It 


would be idle to arrest a traitor and turn 
him over to the civil courts, and submit to 
its delays, and the inconveniences of a trial 
}jy jury. 
A court martif.l to try officers 


for offenses against military law, cannot 
now be held without taking so many offi- 
cers to form the court, as to prejudice the 
service. 
There is no danger to any truly 


loyal man from the partial suspension of 
the writ of habeas corpuSj and those who 
cry ont against this perfectly constitutional 
and necessary act, instinctively feel that 
they are in danger, because they know 
themselves and what is in their hearts. 
That is the trouble with them, and nothing 
else.

CAMP BATES, 0., Sept. 29, 1862, 


MESSRS. EDITORS :—The bustle and hur- 


ry incident to a settlement in a new oamp, 
where everything was to be done, has pre- 
cluded the possibility of furnishing you 
with even a scribble until the present time. 
At this late day I could say but little that 
would be of interest to general readers, as 
the newspapers and private correspondence 
have furnished them with every item of in- 
terest, and I will not recapitulate events, 
the details of which might weary your 
readers. 


We bade a glad adieu to Camp Randall 


one week ago last Wednesday morning. 
Early in the morning, and before the regi- 
ment was ready to march, many of the 
citizens of Madison and friends of the sol- 
diers from the country were on the ground, 
and when we marched to the cars the side- 
walks were crowded with those who had 
come to take leave of friends, and bid a 
God-speed to the gallant Twenty-Third. 


The train was wailing for us, and we 


were soon on our way to " Dixie." The 
men were in excellent spirits, and every 
arrangement was made to render the trip 
pleasant and agreeable. 
From Madiaon 


we proceeded directly to Chicago, en route 
for Cincinnati. We reached Chicago at 
sundown. Here we changed cars, march- 
ing from the depot of the Chicago & North- 
western road to the depot of the Michigan 
Southern & Northern Indiana road. 
The 


marching, both by flank and by file, was 
said by the citizens to be better than that 
of any regiment that had previously march- 
ed through the city. We reached Toledo 
early the next morning. 
Here wa again 


changed cars, and after breakfast resumed 
our journey, with the promise of a good 
dinner at Columbus. 
The changed ap- 


pearance of the country made our trip 
through the Buckeye State more than usu- 
ally interesting, and though Columbus was 
not reached by noon, none seemed weary 
or impatient. The afternoon wore away 
quickly, and at evening we arrived at Co- 
lumbus, aa hungry and dirty as a day's 
starvation and a continual flood of dust 
could make us. 


The feast that had been promised us 


here proved no better than the common ra- 
tions. This fact, together with the marked 
indifference with which the officers and 
men were treated, forced us to the conclu- 
sion that the patriotism of the capital city 
of Ohio was not of the highest order. 


Leaving Columbus, we proceeded direct- 


ly to Cincinnati, where we arrived the next 
morning at sunrise. In spite of the fa- 
tigue of the journey, the men were in fine 
spirits and unexceptional good health. 
Marching into the city we were treated to 
a plain but good breakfast, to which we did 
ample justice. 
We remained in the city 


procured from springs and wells in the vi- 
cinity, but most of it is brought from the 
river two miles from here, and of course is 
very warm and not very palatable to men 
accustomed to drinking the pure cold water 
of Wisconsin.

THK WHEAT TRADE IN CHICAGO.—The

month of September in 1860, '61 and '62.

This is a 
falling o£f of 1,201,876 bushels from last 
year, while the amount this year is only 
about one half as great :vs in I860. On 
the 30th of September in 13CO, the price of 
No. 1 spring was SGaST; in 1861, 76a77; 
in 18C2, 91a92. The 1st of September the 
price was 89a90 in 'CO ; G:!a64 in '61 ; and 
93*94 iu '02.

The citizens were 


and hospitable, and gave us every assu- 
rance of a hearty welcome. At five o'clock 
we marched across the river into Kentucky, 
and camped on a hill three miles from Cin- 
cinnati. Here the officers and men alept 
on the bare ground, without tents, and 
barely enough covering to protect them 
from the night air, Col. Guppy sleeping on 
the protected side of a rail fence. 
Out 


"nature's sweet restorer" proved no myth 
to us, and we crept from the bushes the 
next morning refreshed with a good night's 
sleep. After breakfast wo marched to our 
present quarters, five miles from Cincin- 
nati, and camped in a peach orchard on 
the farm of a wealthy Union man, from 
whom our camp receives its name. 


We are still without our tents and the 


men are exposed to a scorching sun dur- 
ing the day, and the cold air at night. The 
exposure is not without its effect upon the 
regiment. 
As many as twenty-five men are 


in the hospital and many more on the " sick 
list." None of these, however, are severe 
cases, aud at present all are doing well. 
We have dress parade every day, but the 
unevenness of the ground will not admit 
of battalion drill. Last Tuesday we were 
ordered out for general inspection by acting 
Brigadier General Vannce. The conduct 
of the regiment must have been creditable 
as General Vaunce told Colonel Guppy, af- 
ter inspection, that he ought to be proud of 
his regiment. 


We have seen much that is grand, and 


much'that is hard to comprehend since we 
came to Kentucky, but the " cap of the cli- 
max " was the " grand review " of Friday 
last. The object of the review seemed to 
be to ascertain bow much unnecessary 
marching and labor the men could undergo, 
and give ambitious officials a chance for 


Early in the morning the regi- 


ment was marched by a circuitous route to 
a level piece of ground south of Cincinnati 
where the review was to take place. It was 
noon before the regiments were all on the 
ground, and two o'clock when the review 
commenced. I suppose in a military point 
of view the scene was grand, and I have 
no doubt that the Cincinnati papers will 
make a brilliant affair of it, and ascribe 
great honors to certain individuals with 
" shoulder straps," so I will not say that ths 
result of this war does not depend upon just 
such reviews. General H. Clay Smith was 
commanding officer at the review; he rode 
once along the lines, Colonel Vaunce tak- 
ing the immediate command. 


We have not been able to learn the ex- 


act locality of the enemy, but it is currently 
reported that he is in force only ten miles 
from this point. 
The pickets from our 


camp report the outposts driven in last Fri- 
day night, and rumors are in circulation 
to-day that the rebels surprised and cap- 
tured fifty of our men a few miles from here 
yesterday, but the report is probably without 
foundation. The work of fortifying is go- 
ing on rapidly around the city, and with 
the eighty thousand men said to be in and 
about Cincinnati, the inhabitants feel per- 
fectly secure. 
There are and have been but 


few secessionists here ; the city has for 
some time been urder martial law and the 
few that were here have " skedaddled " to 
more congenial quarters. Apples, peaches, 
plums, grapes, &c,, are abundant, and pro- 
visions of all kinds seem to be plenty.

persons living therein, by appropriate pro- 
clamation and assurance of protection, in 
order that all who are capable, intellectual- 
ly and morally, of loyalty and obedience, 
may not be forced into treason as the wil- 
ling tools of rebellious traitors. 


To have continued indefinitely the most 


efficient cause, support and stay of the re- 
bellion, would have been in our judgment 
unjust to the people whose treasure and 
lives are made willing sacrilices on the al- 
tar of patriotism, would have discriminated 
against the wife who is compelled to sur- 
render her husband, against the parent who 
is to surrender his child to the hardships of 
the camp and the perils of the battle, and 
in favor of rebel masters permitted to retain 
their slaves. 
It would be a final decision, 


alike against humanity, justice, the right 
and dignity of the government and against 
a sound and wise national policy. The de- 
cision of the president to strike at the root 
of the rebellion will lend new vigor to the 
eS'orts, and new life, and hope to the hearts 
of the people. 
Cordially tendering to the 


president our respectful assurances of per- 
sonal and official confidencs, we trust and 
believe that the policy now inaugurated 
will be crowned with success, and will give 
speedy and triumphant victories over our 
enemies, and secure to the nation and peo- 
ple the blessings and favor of Almighty 
God. 


We believe that the blood of the heroes 


who have already fallen and those who may 
yet give up their lives to their country, will 
not have been shed in vain. The splendid 
valor of our soldiers, their patient endur- 
ance, their munly patriotism, and their de- 
votion to duty, demands from us and from 
all their countrymen the homage of the 
sincerest gratitude, and the pledge of our 
constant reinforcement and support. 


A just regard to these brave men whom 


we have contributed to place in the field 
and for the importance of the duties which 
may lawfully pertain to us hereafter, has 
called us into friendly conference, and now 
presenting to our national chief magistrate 
this conclusion of our deliberations, we do- 
vote ourselves to our country's service and 
we will surround the President with our 
constant lupport, trusting that the fidelity 
and zeal of the loyal states and people will 
always assure him that he will be constant- 
ly sustained in pursuing with vigor this 
war for the preservation of the national life 
and the hopes of humanity.

The following is the address to the Pres- 


ident of the United States, adopted at a 
meeting of governors of the loyal states, to 
take measures for the more active support 
of the government, held at Altoona, Penn- 
sylvania, Sept. 24, 18C2: 


"After nearly one year and a half spent 


in a contest with an armed and gigantic 
rebellion against the national government 
of the United States, the duty and purpose 
of the people of the loyal states continue, 
and must always remain, as they were at 
its origin, namely—to restore and perpetu- 
ate the authority of this government and 
the life of the nation, no matter what con- 
sequences are involved in our fidelity. Nev- 
ertheless, this work of restoring the repub 
lie, preserving the institutions of democrat- 
ic liberty, and justifying the hopes and toils 
of our fathers, shall not fail to be per- 
formed, and we pledge, without hesitation, 
to the President of the United States, the 
most loyal and cordial support hereafter, as 
heretofore, in the exercise of the functions 
of his great office. 
We recognize in him 


the chief executive magistrate of the na- 
tion, the commander-in-cbief of the army 
and navy of the United States, their re- 
sponsible and constitutional head, whose 
rightful authority and power, as well as 
the constitutional power of congress, must 
be vigorously and religiously guarded and 
preserved as the condition on which alone 
our form of government and the constitu- 
tional rights and liberties of the people 
themselves can be saved from the wreck of 
anarchy, or from the gulf of despotism. 


" The submission to the laws which may 


have been, or which may be duly enacted, 
and to the lawful orders of the president, 
co-operating always in our own spheres in 
the national government, we mean to con- 
tinue in the most vigorous exercise of all 
our lawful and proper powers, contending 
against treason, rebellion, and the public 
enemies, and whether in public life or in 
private station, supporting the arms of the 
Union until its cause shall conquer, until 
final victory shall perch upon its standard, 
or the rebel foe shall yield a dutiful, right- 
ful and unconditional submission ; and im- 
pressed with the conviction that an army of 
reserve ought, until the war shall end, to 
be constantly kept on loot, to be raised, 
armed aud equipped and trained at home,
